On e Salt Lake flagstaff the na-
tion’s gn fluttered at half mast.
In every home was mourning, on every
Iip words of sorrow for the dead pres-
fdent at Buffalo. It is not likely that
many Salt Lakers will attend the fu-
nera’ of President McKinley at Wash-
r as known
only Senator Kearns, Senator Rawlins
and David Keith will certainly go.

They leave this morning at 7 o'clock
for the capital. When the remains
are taken to Canton for interment they
il accompany them, returning home
from the Ohio city early next week.
Other prominent Salt Lakers yester-

day expressed a desire to be present |

at the services, but they are detained
here on account of business engage-
ments. Among the latter are Governor
Wells, Congressman Sutherland and
Mayor Thompson.

Numerous messages were sent and
received vesterday. As soon as Presi
dent Rooseveli had been sworn in Se
ator Kearns sent him a telegram.
read: “It is the Wisa of the people of
Utah that the Providence that has or-
dered the death of our beloved presi-
dent will support and guide you In the
trials and responsibilities that have
devolved upon you.”

Senator Rawlins wired Secretary of
State Hay: "It was the will of the
majority of the people last November
that Mr. McKinley should be president
another four years.  When that will
wWas cxpressed it became the will of ail
the pecple. Because he was president
he was shoi and the pain of that wouthd
wea universally felt. Every heart is
saddened at the awful tragedy and its

fatal consequence. Personally, neo
president has been more highly es-
teemed. Heartfelt sympathy goes to

his strickgn wife. But it is not a per-
sonal or private matter. It is a uni-
versa; public Berecavement. Today the
deepest ~orrow afflicts the nation.”
Joverno- Wells telegraphed to Sec-
retary Hay and to Mrs. McKinley. The
Message to the secretary was: “The
people of Utah aré overwheimed with
sorrow because of thé death of Presi-
dert McKinley, and pealize fully the
country's loss in being deprived of his
wise and calmu guldancesThe pasi week
of dismay and anxiety, 'succeeded as it

was by & joyous hope for the presi- |

dent's speedy recovery,” showed how
close he was to the hearts of our cit' -
zens. To our grief is added horror that
the country’s great less was brought
about by tne bullet of an assassin and
wonder that in a free land anvone
could be base enough to commit so
foul a crime.”

To Mrs. McKiniey Governor Wells
wired: “Words are inadequate to ex-
press the depth of the sympathy which
all of the people of Utah feel at the
loss of your gentle, loving, manly hus-

death of the late President McKinley
will be held at St. Mark's school house
on Tuesday afternoon next at 3 o'clock,
under the auspices of the walters of
the Knutsford hotel and the colored
citizens of Salt Lake City.

Brown of the First Baptist church will
conduct the services, and music will
be rendered by a cholr of sixteen col-
ored wemen of the city.
